ROADS 

Six weeks of delays 
during pipe works 

SIX weeks of roadworks will cause disrup¬ 
tion on a major route through Dudley. 

Balfour Beatty is carrying out work to 
gas pipes under Birmingham New Road 
and Sedgley Road West which will lead to 
lane closures. 

Dudley Council said efforts would be 
made to reduce disruption with work at 
weekends, off-peak times and during 
school holidays. The works are due to start 
on Saturday and run until November 27. 

Councillor Hilary Bills said: “This is es¬ 
sential work to ensure that people have a 
gas supply over the winter.”

MORE leisure attractions, an 
expanded food court and larg¬ 
er stores form part of a five- 
year masterplan to revamp 
Merry Hill shopping centre. 

Bosses from centre owner Intu have 
also vowed that parking will remain 
free for as long as they own the site. 

Since Intu Properties bought a 50 per cent 
stake for more than £400 million last year, it 
has begun giving the shopping centre a facelift. 

In recent months, the malls have been 
painted and new lighting installed to give it a 
brighter appearance. 

Shoppers can also now connect to free WiFi 
following a six-figure investment in technology. 

Intu Asset manager Nick Round said this 
was just the start. He revealed that a five-year 
programme was being drawn up for redevelop¬ 
ing and improving not just the shopping centre 
but also the retail parks and the nearby Wa¬ 
terfront. 

This could include attracting more big res¬ 
taurant chains as well as providing new leisure 
options. 

Bosses also want to cater for stores which 
want larger premises - including Topshop and 
Topman, which will open a new two-storey 
branch near Debenhams next year. 

Exciting 

Plans for the site are still at an early stage 
but Mr Round said it was ‘an exciting time’ for 
Merry Hill, saying the investment being made 
would be ‘significantly more’ than £20m. 

Marketing manager Rob Pickersgill said they 
were keen to build on the good reputation of 
the shopping centre. 

“It’s a great shopping centre with great local 
tradition,” he said. “Shoppers love the centre 
but the opportunity is there to do more - the 
only way is up.” 

Mr Round said they would continue to offer 
free parking despite calls having been made in 
the past by council bosses for charges to be in¬ 
troduced. 

“The Intu policy is that, at our regional shop¬ 
ping centres, we don’t charge for parking,” he 
said. “I think charging for parking would be a 
disadvantage, people would go elsewhere. 

“I am certain that while we own the shop¬ 
ping centre, we will not be charging for park¬ 
ing. There has been free parking for 25 years,” 
he added. 

Mr Round also revealed that plans for a 
revamp of the bus station at Merry Hill were 
being revived. 

A previous £3m scheme was shelved by Dud¬ 
ley Council and Centro because of concern over 
high costs. But Mr Round confirmed the plans 
were being re-visited to see what improvements 
could be made. 

Intu has already invested around £3m on im¬ 
proving car parks and roads around the centre.

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New hope Hippodrome can be saved 


DUDLEY Hippodrome could be open to the pub¬ 
lic again within months, those behind a proposed 
rescue package have revealed. 

A group led by Gary Blick say they are confident 
they will be able to come up with the funds to take 
over the landmark building. 

The businessman and music promoter from 
Kidderminster has held talks with Dudley Coun¬ 
cil and is planning a proposal to take over and run 
the venue 

Mr Blick, who is part of the Friends of Dudley 
Hippodrome organisation, joined others inside the 
historic theatre for a visit on Friday to inspect the 
state of the former theatre. 


The visit was mainly restricted to the balcony 
area due to concerns over asbestos. 

Members were joined by experts who assessed 
how much it would likely cost to restore the build¬ 
ing on Castle Hill. 

They now have until the end of the month to 
confirm their interest in taking over the building, 
which was used as a bingo hall before its closure. 

Mr Blick said work to renovate the Hippodrome 
could begin within six months if they were able to 
come to an agreement with the council. 

He claimed that it could be back hosting events 
again in just ‘seven or eight months’ if the scheme 
came to fruition. 


Mr Blick said: “The idea is for it to have theat¬ 
rical use, live music and to be a conference venue. 
There are multi-purpose options. 

“The plan is to continue to put the project to¬ 
gether and come up with a full package. 

“It could take up to six months to clear the as¬ 
bestos but the idea is, once the asbestos is cleared, 
we can get our own guys in and start clearing the 
building.” 

The Friends group is still in the process of try¬ 
ing to raise the seven-figure sum it needs to buy 
the building. Members have applied for Heritage 
Lottery funding and are now investigating acquir¬ 
ing European funding. 


Drivers are putting the 
lives of children at risk 

DRIVERS are failing to stop for 
children using a zebra cross¬ 
ing on a busy road with young¬ 
sters having to run back to the 
pavement to avoid being hit, say 
campaigners. 

Buses are also being overtaken by 
drivers at high speeds on Rangeways 
Road, Kingswinford, according to res¬ 
idents. 

More than 20 people gathered for the 
launch of Street Watch and Speed Watch 
initiatives covering the High Acres area 
last week. There was enough interest from 
people willing to volunteer for the schemes 
to go ahead. 

A campaign has already been launched 
to get existing zebra crossings along nearby 
Bromley Lane replaced with pelican cross¬ 
ings to force drivers to stop for pedestrians. 

Similar measures are also being con¬ 
sidered by Dudley Council for Rangeways 
Road. 

Upgrading 

Residents said they hoped the new Speed 
Watch would help gather the information 
needed for the council to approve upgrad¬ 
ing the crossing. 

Resident Claire Davies, aged 42, said: 

“Some drivers are not stopping at the zebra 
crossing. There have been some occasions 
when children have started crossing and 
have had to run back to the pavement be¬ 
cause a car has not stopped. It is a very 
dangerous situation. 

“Also when a bus has stopped some 
drivers are going around them at high 
speeds, even though their view of oncoming 
traffic is blocked. Something needs to be 
done and hopefully this will achieve that.” 

Resident Ron Downing, 73, said people 
were also parking in a way that made it dif¬ 
ficult for buses to get past. 

Residents taking part in the Street 
Watch volunteer to patrol areas looking for 
issues which can then be raised with police. 

The Speed Watch sees volunteers going 
out with a PCSO to monitor traffic along 
roads where problems with speed have 
been reported. 

Councillor Derrick Hemingsley, who has 
been involved with a similar scheme in 
Wordsley, said: “I am really pleased there 
has been such an interest in this.”

Police cuts 
to be eased 
by nearly 
£37 million 

FUNDING cuts for West Midlands Po¬ 
lice will be eased by almost £37 million 
after campaigners called on the Govern¬ 
ment to re-think. 

Police and crime commissioner David 
Jamieson said pressure had convinced 
the Home Office to change its planned 
formula for funding forces, that would 
have disadvantaged the West Midlands 
and stripped it of more than half its 
budget. 

Although big cuts still loom, the 
change means the second largest force 
in the country will get a 6.63 per cent 
share of police budgets, instead of the 
original 6.11 per cent. It is estimated 
that means the force’s budget could be 
£470.5m, compared with the planned 
£433.6m, as long as no other drastic cuts 
are announced by the Chancellor. 

Mr Jamieson said: “This is a victory 
for common sense. I would like to thank 
the media and politicians from across 
the political spectrum for joining me in a 
cross-party campaign to make sure that 
West Midlands Police gets a fair deal. 
The fight is not over. 

“I will press the Government to make 
sure that this change is actually deliv¬ 
ered in full as soon as possible and not 
delayed. 

“West Midlands Police has faced dou¬ 
ble the cuts of other forces over the last 
five years and I’m determined to make 
sure that we are not disproportionately 
hit again. 

“I won’t be satisfied until we have ac¬ 
tually received the money and will keep 
pressing until it is actually delivered.” 

Boy knocked out 
In road accident 

AN 11-year-old boy was knocked uncon¬ 
scious and suffered a head injury after 
he was hit by a car in Dudley. 

The incident on Grosvenor Road 
in Gornal Wood happened at around 
1.25pm on Sunday. 

When crews from West Midlands Am¬ 
bulance Service arrived an off-duty par¬ 
amedic was already tending to the boy. 

The boy had also suffered injuries to 
his abdomen. 

He was taken by ambulance to Bir¬ 
mingham Children’s Hospital. His 
injuries are not thought to be life-threat¬ 
ening. 

The driver of the car involved, a Sub- 
uru Impreza, was not injured. 

West Midlands Police attended and 
cordoned off the scene, closing the road 
for two hours. 

More patrols to 
tackle alley yobs

leyway behind homes in Dudley to take 
drugs and drink alcohol. 

This has prompted extra police patrols 
in St Catherines Close, Kates Hill. Of¬ 
ficers say they are looking to work with 
community leaders.

A FLY-TIPPER has been ordered to 
shell out more than £600 for illegally 
dumping rubbish on land in Nether- 
ton, after he had been paid to dispose 
of it properly. 

Andrew Pargeter, of Stretton Place, 
Netherton, had been contacted via 
Facebook and paid to remove the 
waste by a resident. 

But the 46-year-old dumped the 
bags of household waste on the Old 
Railway Walk, off Stretton Place. 

Dudley Council staff were asked to 
remove the rubbish and managed to 
trace it back to the original owner. 

Pargeter admitted three charges at 
Dudley Magistrates Court, on Octo¬ 
ber 1, including not being a registered 
waste carrier, dumping the waste and 
failing in his duty of care in handling 
and disposing of the waste. 

He was fined £250 plus £295 costs 
and £75 in compensation.

Councillor Hilary Bills, cabinet 
member for environmental services, 
said: “This sends out a clear mes¬ 
sage that if you blight our beautiful 
borough with rubbish, it can lead to a 
costly trip to court. 

“As part of our Love Your Com¬ 
munity campaign we want people to 
share our pride in this borough and 
help us keep it clean and tidy.” 

She added: “I’d also like to remind 
people when they are taking on trad¬ 
ers for this type of work, that they 
need to make sure they have a licence 
to carry waste.”

TRAVELLERS left a trail of damage 
behind at a nature reserve in Neth¬ 
erton. 

Plastic bags, pieces of wood and a 
caravan are among items left strewn 
across part of Bumble Hole Nature 
Reserve. 

Between 30 and 40 caravans 
pitched up on land off St George’s 
Road on September 29 and spent a 
week at the site, before finally leaving 
last Tuesday night. 

Visitors to the beauty spot have 
been left angered by the state the con¬ 
servation area has been left in. 


Mike Bradshaw, of nearby in Gads 
Green Crescent, said: “All the locals 
use it to walk their dogs and children 
play over there. It’s disappointing 
when travellers turn up and take 
over. 

“To my knowledge, it’s the first 
time the nature reserve has been used 
in this way. The mess is quite horrific, 
there is excrement and it is a health 
hazard.” 

Netherton’s Councillor Elaine Tay¬ 
lor said: “It is a beautiful site that is 
well-used by all of our neighbouring 
areas in both Dudley and Sandwell, 


and it has been desecrated by all of 
this rubbish.” 

Mr Bradshaw said he was frus¬ 
trated that it took a week for the trav¬ 
ellers to be moved on. 

By the time Dudley Council went 
to serve the notice they had already 
moved on. 

Councillor Gaye Partridge, Dudley 
Council’s cabinet member for hous¬ 
ing, said: “Following attempts by po¬ 
lice and council officers to persuade 
this group to leave we were forced to 
apply for a court order. The order can 
and will be used, should they return.” 


Killer put behind bars 
again for savage attack 


A CONVICTED killer who launched 
a savage attack on a vulnerable 
woman outside a Netherton pub is 
starting a 28-month jail sentence. 

Michael Cameron, who had killed a 
young man in a similar incident in 2007, 
struck again outside The Hope Tavern 
during the early hours of April 25. 

The 26-year-old punched Kelly Griffiths 
after an argument at the pub before turning on 
her friend Michelle Claridge when she tried to 
halt the violence, Wolverhampton Crown Court 
heard on Thursday. 

Cameron then rained further blows down on 
the disorientated Miss Griffiths while ignoring 
further pleas to stop, said 
Mr Paul Farrow prosecut¬ 
ing. 

Mr Devon Small, defend¬ 
ing, said: “He has seen 
CCTV of the incident and is 
sickened by his actions. He 
has not been to a pub since 
this incident and wants to 
apologise to both victims for 
what he did. 

Jailed — Michael “He is not proud of his 
Cameron criminal record at all and 
had been putting his life 
back in order by staying out of trouble for three 
years.” 

Cameron, a barber from The Shrubbery, Eve 
Hill, pleaded guilty to two assault charges. 

Jailing him, Judge Alan Parker who told him: 
“This was a determined and disturbing attack 
in which you hit one of the women many times 
to the head over several minutes. You pursued 
her and persisted in your attack.” 

Cameron killed a man with a single punch 
outside a pub in Rowley Regis eight years ago. 
The victim hit his head on the pavement after 
being felled by the blow. 

Cameron had been drinking in The Chap¬ 
lin pub with friends, members of the DJ Slew 
Gang of Netherton. 

He got word of trouble outside the pub and 
landed a ferocious blow to the face of 19-year- 
old victim Richard Blakeway. Cameron was 
jailed in 2008 for a total of 34 months. 

Judge Parker said: “All your offending in¬ 
volves violence and it is an unhappy fact that 
you caused someone’s death in 2007.” He con¬ 
cluded that the defendant presented a risk to 
the public and ordered that he be monitored on 
licence for 32 months longer than usual.

inspectors praise Catholic college 


A BLACK Country secondary school 
has been rated as ‘good’ in its first 
Ofsted inspection since becoming an 
academy.

A MULTI-STOREY car park 
which has been plagued by 
vandalism and anti-social 
behaviour will shut at night 
to combat the problem. 

The Ryemarket car park in 
Stourbridge was previously 
open 24/7 but it will now close 
at 8.30pm Monday to Saturday 
and at 5pm on Sunday. 

Council bosses said they had been 
left with no option following numer¬ 
ous complaints about youths caus¬ 
ing a nuisance and hanging around 
into the early hours of the morning. 

Windows have been smashed and 
walls daubed with graffiti. Damage 
has also been caused to the roof of 
the car park. 

Attempts to step up security have 
had little impact with the council 
saying it is not used enough at night 
to justify the risk of damage. 

The council said around 360 cars 
were left there overnight during the 
year. 

The changes have come into force 
immediately with notices having 
been put up warning drivers of the 
closing times. 

Negative 

Councillor Hilary Bills, cabinet 
member for environmental services, 
said: “I am disappointed we have 
been forced to make the decision 
to close the car park at night due 
to the negative behaviour of a few 
individuals. 

“There are still parking options in 
the town at night but it is a shame 
we have had to close the facility due 
to the actions of a few people. 

“If there was an increased de¬ 
mand for parking for one-off occa¬ 
sions, such as Christmas fairs or big 
shows in town, then on request the 
car park will stay open.” 

Stourbridge councillor Nicholas 
Barlow said it was disappointing 
that the council had been forced 
into the decision but did not believe 
it would have a major impact. 

He said: “I have had a conversa¬ 
tion with some traders and I don’t 
think they are overly concerned 
about the car park closing at night.”

NI6 link road 
work to take 
longer than 
was expected 

MOTORWAY roadworks which have 
caused chaos on surrounding roads 
for most of this year will now be com¬ 
pleted six months later than expected. 

Repair work on the link road off the 
M6 onto the M5 in West Bromwich 
should be complete by Christmas, 
Highways England has announced. 

This is the second delay on the 
major works, which were expected to 
be finished by June initially - then 
November. 

Highways England blamed un¬ 
foreseen circumstances for delaying 
waterproofing work on the ageing vi¬ 
aduct to December. 

Walsall South MP Valerie Vaz 
called for a re-think to get the slip 
road re-open, and promised to raise it 
with a minister. 

She said: “I am appalled that hav¬ 
ing raised this issue just after the slip 
road was due to be open in May that 
we are still waiting. 

“It is unacceptable that with their 
expertise they were unable to foresee 
this situation. 

“None of the people from Highways 
England I met actually live in the area 
and do not appreciate the difficulties 
my constituents have to face every 
day. I put forward some suggestions 
in relation to Junction 7 that should 
ease the situation and hope to get a 
positive response.” 

Highways England project manager 
Jess Kenny said: “We understand this 
has been frustrating for drivers, but 
unfortunately, there was no way for 
us to tell the full extent of the damage 
until we’d already started work.” 

Inquest opens on 
teacher, aged 36 

AN inquest has been opened on a 
36-year-old teacher from Cradley 
Heath. 

Anthony Joseph Morbach-Jenkins, 
of Red Brick Close, was found dead 
in Newtown Lane, Belbroughton on 
September 22. 

Morbach-Jenkins was a teacher at 
St Peter’s School in Solihull. 

A message on the school’s website 
read: “It is with great sadness that we 
have learnt of the sudden death of Mr 
Jenkins who taught at St Peter’s from 
September 2009 to August 2015. 

“Our thoughts and prayers are with 
his family.” 

The inquest has been adjourned 
to January 6, with the cause of Mr 
Morbach-Jenkins’ death not yet es¬ 
tablished.

Dishonest carer can only repay a fraction 


A CARER who fleeced an 89-year-old man out of 
at least £28,000 after befriending him in a pub has 
been ordered to repay £920, the value of her car. 

Elizabeth Teague’s Citroen car was her only real¬ 
isable asset, Mr Richard Gibbs, prosecuting, told a 
proceeds of crime hearing at Wolverhampton Crown 
Court last week. 

Recorder Charles Foster ordered that the 45-year- 
old trickster, who had benefited from her crime to 
the tune of £28,024, should pay £920 within 28 days 
or face six months jail. 

Teague is already serving a two-year prison sen¬ 
tence imposed at the same court in June when she 
admitted stealing from Mr Derek Perks between 
August 2008 and October 2013. 


She had become so close to him that he regarded 
her as a ‘daughter.’ He bought her a £11,750 car, 
paid for her £1,200 honeymoon and lavished gifts on 
Teague as well as paying a salary to her as his carer. 

She repaid his trust by stealing cash and getting 
him to sign cheques that were paid into her own 
account, prosecutor Miss Lynnette McClement, told 
the earlier court hearing. 

The defendant, who had previous convictions 
for fraud and theft, was an alcoholic without per¬ 
manent accommodation when the pair met at the 
Talbot pub in Stourbridge High Street. 

Miss McClement continued: “He extended the 
hand of friendship in full knowledge of her difficul¬ 
ties. He offered her a place to stay and assistance - 


and she took advantage of this.” Teague even lived 
at his address for a short time until being helped to 
get her own rented home. 

But in October 2013 Mr Perks was found severely 
dehydrated on the floor where he had been lying for 
three days. He was taken to hospital in a serious 
condition and later transferred to a care home. 

As a result of the incident members of his fam¬ 
ily discovered that substantial sums of money were 
missing from his bank account. 

Teague, now of Lowe Lane, Alveley, near 
Bridgnorth, originally denied stealing £47,000 from 
the victim but pleaded guilty after the figure was 
reduced to £26,500. Mr Christopher O’Gorman, de¬ 
fending, said she had succumbed to temptation. 


Suspended jail term 
for 'mean' burglary 


A MAN who burgled the home of a 
couple who had looked after him on 
behalf of social services has avoid¬ 
ed immediate jail. 

George Maudsley, of Filton Avenue, 
Hawfield, Bristol, targeted the Open Door 
project in Wollescote. 

Maudsley, aged 21, and an accomplice broke 
into the property in Perrins Lane and made off 
with items of ‘great sentimental value’ includ¬ 
ing jewellery. He pleaded guilty to burglary at 
Wolverhampton Crown Court. 

Mr Daniel Oscroft, prosecuting, said Maud¬ 
sley and his partner in crime broke in through 
a window and stole a significant number of 
items. 

“The victims were left deeply upset by what 
happened,” Mr Oscroft said. “They took people 
into their home on behalf of social services in 
what was called the Open Door project. They 
took on George Maudsley but after a few weeks 
he left.” 

In a statement the victims said they wanted 
the court to show mercy to Maudsley. 

Pregnant 

Mr Oscroft told the court: “They don’t want 
to see him go to prison as they feel that under 
his tough exterior he was a good person with a 
kind heart.” 

Maudsley’s partner is pregnant and he had 
taken steps to put his life in order, according to 
Miss Blondelle Thompson, defending. 

She said: “His life has moved on since the 
incident and he’s now in a stable relationship 
and mental health difficulties he had seem to 
have gone away. He’s no longer on medica¬ 
tion and he’s taken steps forward and is doing 
something positive with his life. He would find 
custody hard.” 

Judge Michael Challinor handed Maudsley a 
suspended sentence as he said it would be ‘a 
retrograde step’ to jail someone who had im¬ 
proved his behaviour. 

Judge Challinor said: “This was a mean of¬ 
fence. The victims provided you with a home 
for nine months or so and it’s quite clear you 
must have said these premises were some¬ 
where that could be burgled. The property was 
clearly targeted. I’m satisfied that this offence 
was substantially driven by your co-accused. 

“It seems to me that sending you to custody 
would be a retrograde step.” 

He handed Maudsley a nine-month jail term 
suspended for 18 months.

AS Alan Sugar returns for another se¬ 
ries of The Apprentice, he has immedi¬ 
ately stepped into controversy by saying 
that nobody in the UK can truly describe 
themselves as poor if they have got mo¬ 
bile phones, microwave ovens and tele¬ 
visions. 

Yes, it might stick in the craw being lec¬ 
tured on poverty from a billionaire. And he 
didn’t help himself with his ignorant, ge¬ 
ographically prejudiced aside that there 
may be “some people up north who are 
poor”. But he is right, isn’t he? 

Mobile phones, microwaves and flat- 
screen TVs are all luxury items which we 
all managed perfectly well without just a 
few years ago. 

I’m sure there are some genuinely poor 
people in the UK, and as a country we 
have a duty to give them all the support 
they need. But not many. 

Many of the people who claim to be 
poor today would have been considered 
comfortably well-to-do just a generation 
ago, and struggling to pay for life’s lux¬ 
uries is not the same as living in poverty. 

Describing everybody who simply hap¬ 
pens be on a below-average income as 
“poor” not only cheapens the word. It is 
also a grave insult to those who truly are 
in need. 


MEANWHILE, on Sunday BBC2 
screened a programme about the history 
of Aston Martin. Now had it been front¬ 
ed by a motoring expert, somebody who 
knows, for example, that you can’t de¬ 
scribe a car from the 1960s as ‘vintage’, 
then it would probably have been very 
good. 

But it wasn’t. It was presented by Paul 
Hollywood, who is a baker. So there was 
very little fresh insight into the subject 
matter, but a lot about him. 

I know everyone is obsessed with 
the ‘Bake Off’ at the moment, but does 
every programme really need the celebri¬ 
ty treatment? Once in a while, it would be 
nice to hear from somebody who actually 
knows what they are talking about.

OW am ya? Fancy a loff and a 
chance to show the werld ow ter 
spake proper? 

The Black Country dialect - it’s bostin’ 
ay it? And now our most popular sayings 
and slang terms are coming under the 
spotlight in National Dialect Weekend. 

This year it will be Wednesbury hosting the 
annual event, with activities this week and 
over the weekend, featuring live music, sto¬ 
ries and poems showcasing the huge range of 
English dialects. 

The dulcet tones of Scousers, Mancunians, 
Mackems and Geordies will be ringing out 
alongside the Black Country tongue. Not, of 
course, to be confused with the neighbouring 
Birmingham accent. 

There is nothing worse for a proud Black 
Country mon than being labelled a Brummie. 

The accent often gets labelled ‘thick’, 
wrongly and unfairly. There’s a certain know¬ 
ing quality to a line delivered in a Black Coun¬ 
try twang. Take comedian Frank Skinner, for 
instance. “When I was a kid I ran everywhere. 
Do kids still run these days? I thought all that 
glue sniffing might have slowed them down,” 
he says. 

Snooty 

In the cut glass, received pronunciation 
tones of a London toff it would sound snooty, 
prejudiced and ignorant. But we know what 
Oldbury-raised Frank’s saying. He’s one of us. 

Or how about Noddy Holder’s old Banks’s 
beer advert. “You can save your thankses, 
I’ll have a pint of Banks’s.” Grammatically it 
should have every English teacher screaming. 

But not around here, it makes perfect sense. 

This year’s National Dialect Weekend takes 
place from October 16 to 18. Dialect experts 
from around the country will be sharing their 
traditions and taking part in competitions and 
entertainment at Wednesbury Town Hall, 
featuring the first official Poet Laureate of 
Wednesbury, Brendan Hawthorne. The fes¬ 
tivities kicked off last week, with a play, An 
Ox’s Tail, which was performed by its author, 
Walsall poet, and solicitor, Ian Henery. 

Brendan says: “The richness of language 
is to be celebrated and what better stage 


than the recently refurbished Town Hall in 
Wednesbury. We have a line-up of Black Coun¬ 
try-based entertainment on Friday, starting 
at 7pm. We have competitions, followed by an 
evening of national entertainment on Satur¬ 
day from 10am until 10pm and a guided walk 
on Sunday morning with local historian Ian 
Bott, meeting at 9.30am at Wednesbury Town 
Hall. Come along it’ll be hostin’.” 

National Dialect Day began over 10 years 
ago by the then Chairman of the Lancashire 
Society Sid Calderbank who enjoyed travelling 
around the country performing Lancashire di¬ 


alect songs and stories. Other dialect enthusi¬ 
asts showed an interest and got involved and it 
became and annual event. Now extended to a 
weekend it travels round the country celebrat¬ 
ing the best of Britain’s dialects. As a precur¬ 
sor to the weekend, Brendan organised three 
events under the title A Street Full of Dialect 
at Wednesbury Library, looking at dialects 
from further afield. 

The first was last Wednesday and involved 
Chinese dance, literature and songs performed 
in Mandarin and Cantonese by the Chinese 
Community Centre of Birmingham, with ex¬ 


tracts of the play An Ox’s Tail. The weekend 
itself will features the best Black Country fit- 
tie - faggots and peas, ‘grey paes un baercon’ 
with a vegetarian option if pre-ordered. 

There will be a presentation on ‘The Mer¬ 
cian Tung’ and a trophy for the best piece of 
writing in the Black Country dialect.It’s 18 
years since Dudley Council decided to lighten 
the mood for drivers caught in the roadworks 
at Castle Gate with a sign that said: “If yowm 
saft enuff ter cum dahn ‘ere agooin wum, yowr 
tay ull be spile’t!!” 

It didn’t really matter that anyone visiting 
from almost anywhere else in the country 
wouldn’t have had a clue what it meant. 

The thing about the Black Country dialect 
is that we’ve always known what it is we’re 
saying, even if no-one else does. 

Now at least, on home turf, we can pit our¬ 
selves against the pretenders who claim theirs 
is the best dialect in Britain. 

We know we’m hostin’, now it’s toime to 
shew it aer kid.

ALBUM REVIEWS

BLACK Country band EofE 
(so-called because the name 
East of Eden was already tak¬ 
en) are maturing nicely with a 
muscular rock sound on their 
eponymous album that could 
appeal to Slam Dunkers into 
the likes of You Me At Six. 

Originally EofE were a rather awk¬ 
ward-looking outfit pitched towards a 
pop audience, getting their first break 
supporting McBusted. I remember 
a bizarre mash up of Billie Jean with 
Smells Like Teen Spirit at the LG Arena. 

But they’ve beefed up and their de¬ 
but LP is aimed at an audience with 
real tattoos rather than wash-off tats. 

What they still miss, however, is a 
killer tune, though Y.O.U and Ruins 
come close. Dudley’s Tom Harris is a 
decent singer, the songs have good 
melodies and the guitars crash nicely. 
But this won’t be the breakthrough. 

Brummie rock legends Duran Duran 
return with their 14th studio album, Pa¬ 
per Gods, with a whole host of guest 
stars and a sound that is contemporary 
whilst also nodding to their 80s roots. 

It’s a patchy offering rather than a 
rip-roaring return to form but has bril¬ 
liant flashes of the old Duran Duran 
magic. These include synth and strings 
gem Face For Today and fine vocals by 
Simon Le Bon on What Are The Chanc¬ 
es and The Universe Alone (hints of Or¬ 
dinary World melancholy). 

The highly infectious single Pressure 
Off benefits from Nile Rodgers contrib¬ 
uting choppy Chic-style guitar, a vocal 
from Janelle Monae (her second great 
guest appearance after Paolo Nutini’s 
last album) and a liberal sprinkling of 
Mark Ronson’s Uptown Funk influence. 


Other guests include Kiesza on Last 
Night In The City and Lindsay Lohan 
on the dismal Danceophobia (it sounds 
like a title Peter Andre would come up 
with). But best female vocal comes 
from the band’s own backing singer 
Anna Ross, given a chance to shine 
alongside Le Bon on Butterfly Girl. 

Duran Duran return to their home city 
on December 4 for a gig at the Genting 
Arena. 

Essex band Nothing But Thieves 

have already got the stadium-ready 
rock anthems on their impressive 
self-titled debut and benefit from a 
barnstorming vocal performance from 
singer Conor Mason, whose emoting is 
on a par with Matt Bellamy. In fact the 
Southend lads supported Muse at their 
big Rome show. 

The fiery, yearning Itch shows the 
five-piece at their best while other 
highlights include slinky rocker Draw¬ 
ing Pins, the operatic Excuse Me, pus 
Painkiller and If I Get High. 

Check them out if you like Muse or 
Florence and the Machine, and catch 
them live at The Rainbow in Digbeth on 
October 28. 


Summer festival favourites Rudi- 
mental pack solid beats and have an 
awesome array of guest singers (from 
rising star Ella Eyre to reggae veteran 
Max Romeo) on We The Generation 
but their second album lacks character, 
sounding like a club compilation. Ed 
Sheeran provides highlights with Blood 
Stream and Lay It All On Me. 

New Order return with their first al¬ 
bum in ten years, Music Complete, 
having lost one member (bassist Peter 
Hook) and regained an old one (key¬ 
boardist Gillian Gilbert). The album 
has contributions from The Chemical 
Brothers, Iggy Pop, Brandon Flowers 
and La Roux’s Elly Jackson but that 
doesn’t dilute its New Order feel. 

Singularity hints at Joy Division dark¬ 
ness, People On The High Line recalls 
Hacienda hedonism and The Game is 
elegant electro-pop. New Order are in 
concert at Wolverhampton Civic Hall 
on November 24. 

Sheffield’s Richard Hawley returns 
to what he does best, mellow, moody 
and melancholy ballads with a 50s 
twang on Hollow Meadows. He’s at 
The Institute in Digbeth on October 27.

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53ft-high building is 
an 'appalling blunder’ 


A NEW building dominating the 
skyline in Kingswinford has been 
blasted by residents, who say the 
project is a blight on the landscape. 

The 53ft-high structure is in the 
early stages of its build but angry 
residents said they were not in¬ 
formed about the development by 
food distributor Kilo which was ap¬ 
proved in April. 

Councillor Khurshid Ahmed, cab¬ 
inet member of economic develop¬ 
ment and planning, said letters were 
sent out to almost 50 homes and no¬ 
tices put up at the site in Ham Lane. 

Mr Pearson, of nearby Hawke- 
swell Drive, said: “We have not been 
consulted and neither have the resi¬ 
dents most affected in Keyes Drive.” 

Councillor Natalie Neale said 
she was astonished, adding: “The 
building is absolutely awful and it 
has appeared out of nowhere. I’m 


devastated for the local residents. 
I’ve never seen anything as big as 
this right next to somebody’s back 
garden. 

“It’s not the fault of the appli¬ 
cant in any way, as they just went 
through the planning process. The 
council should have known how 
close it would be to the residential 
areas.” 

Dudley South MP Mike Wood said: 
“How on earth was this building 
recommended for approval without 
a full consultation exercise involv¬ 
ing residents whose properties this 
structure now towers over? Having 
contacted the council it is clear this 
is their mistake and we look to them 
to now do what they can along with 
the developer to help those residents 
most affected by this appalling blun¬ 
der.” 

Kilo declined to comment.

“Now we want to do more 
and ensure that the supply 
of work-ready young talent 
does meet demand at both a 
local and national level.

Move for all officers to wear 
body cameras after tests 


BODY cameras are set to 
transform the working lives 
of police officers in the West 
Midlands. 

Trials in Wolverhampton and parts 
of Birmingham proved so successful 
the force now aims to have all re¬ 
sponse officers wearing one by April. 

The pilot scheme proved that the 
cameras - worn on the chest area of 
the officer’s protective vest and the 
size of a standard smartphone - can 
produce major changes in significant 
areas of the job. 

They cut the number of incidents 
where force had to be used. 


There was a rise in prosecutions, 
charges and early guilty pleas from 
suspects after evidence of what ac¬ 
tually happened was provided by the 
video. 

A report to the Strategic Policing 
and Crime Board of West Midlands Po¬ 
lice stated: “Ongoing austerity meas¬ 
ures imposed by central government 
mean the force must take advantage 
of opportunities to improve efficiency 
and reduce or prevent demand. 

“Body-worn cameras present such 
an opportunity. It is hoped they will 
be issued to all response officers by 
April 2016.” 

The six-month trial in Birmingham 


covered the equivalent of 430 shifts 
and only involved officers wearing 
high-visibility stab vests. They were 
not used in public order situations, 
the policing of football matches or 
firearms operations. 

As a result there was an overall ten 
per cent rise in suspects being charged 
plus a nine per cent increase - to 66 
per cent - of those accused of a crim¬ 
inal offence taking giving an early 
guilty, which offers a reduction in 
sentence. 

All frontline Staffordshire Police of¬ 
ficers were given body cams last year. 
A total of 530 cameras have been pro¬ 
vided by the force, costing £330,000.

Market fees cut in bid to 
encourage more traders 


STALL fees are being cut at Dudley Market in 
a bid to encourage more traders to set up in 
the town. 

Traders have taken over the day-to-day running 
of the historic market from Dudley Council and are 
drawing up a new rent structure in the wake of a 
£6.7m revamp. 

Dudley Council has retained ownership of the market 


but traders have taken over 
the day-to-day running of 
the market. 

A new company called 
Dudley Market Traders 
started running the market 
this month. 

Managing director, Len 
Lenihan, said: “For the last 
two years we have had con¬ 
cessionary rates while the 
work was ongoing. That was 
something we negotiated 
with the council. That has 
ended now and the council 
were going to re-instate the 
proper rent structure. 

Reduced 

“What we are going to do 
is to actually lower the rent 
from the end of this month 
on four of the six days we 
operate. 

“It won’t be down to the 
concessionary rate but trad¬ 
ers will benefit from lower 
rates.” 

The reduced rates will in¬ 
itially be targeted at those 
days where trading on the 
market is quiet. On Monday

the price for a stall will fall 
from £14 to £10, on Tues¬ 
day and Thursday it will 
fall from £15 to £12 and on 
Friday it will drop from £19 
to £12. 

Saturday will remain the 
prime day for traders with 
an outdoor spot costing £21 
and indoor stalls priced at 
£18 for the day. 

In an extra boost for trad¬ 
ers, all stalls will cost just 
£10 between January and 
March. 

Mr Lenihan added: 
“These are considerable re¬ 
ductions. We are hoping to 
increase attendances and 
then to look at the other 
days and reduce them too. 

“The idea is to bring the 
rents down to a lower level 
across the board.” 

Stallholders already plan 
to boost festive takings by 
opening on Sundays from 
October 25 up until Christ¬ 
mas.

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Dudley is often regarded as the capital 
of the Black Country and some early 
definitions have said the Black Country is 
anywhere within a five mile radius of the 
Castle or within’ an hour’s weary trudge’ 
of Dudley! 

Originally made of wood and later 
rebuilt in stone Dudley Castle fell into 
ruin following a fire in 1750 and was 
converted into a zoo in 1937 by the Earl 
of Dudley. 

A reported 250,000 people attempted to 
visit the site on the first day of opening! 

In 1821 oil street lamps were replaced 
with gas. Piped water was introduced to 
those houses that could afford it, and in 
1834 Dudley was provided with a horse 
drawn fire engine! 


► During the Industrial revolution Dudley 
was well known for Coal mining and its 
Glass and Iron industry with chains, nails, 
fire grates, vices, boilers and anchors all 
being made in the town. 

In the 1920’s trams in Dudley were 
replaced by trolley buses (which ran 
on overhead wires like trams but did 
not need rails) In turn the trolley buses 
were replaced by motor buses. The last 
trolleybus ran in 1967! 

In World War Two Dudley was bombed 
on several occasions. On 19th November 
1940 a Luftwaffe bomb demolished a 
public house in the town centre and 
damaged several nearby buildings 
including St Thomas’s Church and the 
then, new Co Operative Department Store! 

The famous Black Country Museum 
opened in 1975

West Midlands Fire Service received 41 hoax calls in Wolverhamp¬ 
ton, Dudley, Sandwell and Walsall this summer, with 26 attended by 
crews, costing an estimated £428 per hour.

The trust’s finance director Chris 
Dyche said preparations for the event 
were going well. 

A craft fair, children’s rides, dis¬ 
play of vintage cars, steam engines 
and refreshments - including a beer 
tent - will be taking place all over the 
weekend to entertain visitors. 


Midlands Ambulance Service during the 
period - July 24 to August 31 - with 
the team dealing with 70.

They put the lives of our fire crews 
and members of the public at risk. It 
means we send fire engines out, un¬ 
necessarily, in emergency mode,” he 
added. 

West Midlands Ambulance Service 
received 70 calls, up by 12 from last 
year but down from the the 140 in 
twice-as-bad 2013. 

Ambulance service spokesman Chris 
Kowalik said: “It is extremely frus¬ 
trating to have to deal with hoax calls 
when all we want to do is get the right 
help to the right people as quickly as 
possible.” 

Figures were released under the 
Freedom of Information Act.

School wants 
to move into 
modern home 

A PRIMARY school offering 420 
places and a nursery will replace the 
smallest school in Sandwell, under 
ambitious proposals. 

Sacred Heart Primary will move 
from its current base in Victoria Road, 
Tipton, to the purpose-built building 
within half a mile off Sedgley Road 
East. 

The school would occupy a site the 
size of nearly two football pitches next 
to the Coneygre Youth Arts Centre. 

Proposals submitted to Sandwell 
Council say the new school - which 
could open a year from now - will 
tackle a shortage of primary school 
places in the area. 

Sacred Heart headteacher Melanie 
Gee said: “Having a purpose-built 
state-of-the-art school will be great 
for children and the local community. 

“We will be able to offer places to 
over 300 more children to meet the 
local demand. We really hope these 
plans are approved so we can start 
looking forward to the new school 
building. 

“If planning permission is given we 
plan to start on-site in January 2016 
with an anticipated completion date of 
mid-October 2016.” 

The existing site in Victoria Road 
is a small 1920s former church school 
deemed no longer fit for purpose by 
council chiefs. The school currently 
has 112 pupils aged three to 11. 

Drivers face parking 
ban over clogged road 

MOTORISTS are set to be banned 
from parking across pavements and 
grass verges in Cradley. 

Dudley Council is considering intro¬ 
ducing the parking ban on a section 
of Netherend Lane, near its junction 
with Apperley Way, following com¬ 
plaints from residents who say parked 
cars are clogging up the pavement. 

But objections have been raised by 
other residents who fear the move will 
just move the problem to side streets.

Councils helping to 
keep hedgehogs safe 


SANDWELL and Dudley councils 
have pledged to support campaign¬ 
ers in their efforts to protect hedge¬ 
hogs in the Black Country. 

Willows Hedgehog Rescue, dedi¬ 
cated to rehabilitation and release 
of native European Hedgehogs, has 
joined forces with councils to raise 
awareness of the dangers that brush 
cutters and ‘strimmers’ can pose to 
the animals. 

Hundreds of hedgehogs every year 
are seriously injured, sometimes 
fatally, by the use of trimmers or 
‘strimmers’ and many hundreds of 
hoglets (young hedgehogs) are or¬ 
phaned by gardening activities. 

Darren Jones, from Sandwell 
Council’s grounds maintenance, 
said: “Sandwell Council’s grounds 
maintenance department is commit¬ 
ted to safeguarding wildlife within 
the borough. 

Extensive 

“We no longer apply weedkiller to, 
or strim the base of, our hedgerows. 
We also restrict the cutting back of 
hedgerows and shrubs to times out¬ 
side the nesting bird season.” 

Charlie Walker, co-founder of Wil¬ 
lows, added: “Our aim is to make all 
operators aware of the danger that 
strimmers can pose to wildlife.” 


Councillor Hilary Bills, Dudley’s 
cabinet member for the environ¬ 
ment, said: “During our extensive 
green care work across the borough 
we always take account of all wildlife 
habitat and their safety. 

“We are happy to help Willows to 
highlight this important issue.” 

Awareness literature and posters 
have been provided to the councils 
along with a ‘wildlife aware’ warn¬ 
ing triangle that will be fitted to all 
line and brush cutters in use. 

Jayne Lawrence from Willows 
said: “Councils are large scale users 
of strimming equipment and main¬ 
tain large expanses of hedgerow and 
verges in and around our towns and 
cities. These areas provide impor¬ 
tant habitat for hedgehogs. 

“While leaving areas wild is pref¬ 
erable for wildlife, where they do 
need to be cut operators need to be 
aware of the potential danger for 
wildlife if the area is not checked 
first.” 

“We are extremely grateful to 
the organisations that are working 
alongside us,” she added.

Surge in 
complaints 
to police 
watchdog 


THE number of cases referred to the Inde¬ 
pendent Police Complaints Commission by 
the West Midlands force has soared, official 
figures reveal. 

There were 90 referrals between April 1 and June 
30 compared to 46 during the same period last year, 
a report to the Strategic Policing and Crime Board 


has disclosed. 

The largest rise is in the 
category entitled ‘deaths 
following police contact’ - 
up from 10 to 22. Sexual of¬ 
fences have increased from 
one to six. 

Chief Supt Andrew Ni¬ 
cholson, head of West Mid¬ 
lands Police Professional 
Standards department 
explained in the report: 
“There has been a signifi¬ 
cant increase in IPCC re¬ 
ferrals during this reporting 
period. 

“Death following police 
contact is of the utmost im¬ 
portance to the public and 
the force. 

“The majority of the in¬ 
crease in referrals in this 
category involves missing 
persons. As these involve 
police contact any subse¬ 
quent death is a mandatory 
referral.” 

Confidence 

He added: “There is a 
shift in the reporting of sex¬ 
ual offending with victims 
having greater confidence 
to come forward. Generally 
serious sexual offences are 
where officers or staff are 
accused of an offence and 
require mandatory referral. 

“The increase shown here 
relates to an historical alle-

gation of sexual abuse prior 
to the officer joining our 
force; an historic allegation 
against a retired officer, 
however it relates to a pe¬ 
riod when the officer was 
still serving and three refer¬ 
rals relating to one officer 
for ‘on duty conduct.’ 

“All of these matters are 
currently subject of either 
live investigation or crimi¬ 
nal proceedings.” 

Between April 1 and June 
30 there were 306 com¬ 
plaints against West Mid¬ 
lands Police from the public 
compared with 271 over the 
same period 12 months ear¬ 
lier. 

But Mr Nicholson pointed 
out: “There is an increase 
of 35 complaints but the 
assessment team have im¬ 
proved their efficiency with 
regards to the timeliness of 
recording complaints. 

“It is reasonable to ex¬ 
pect this uplift to flatten 
throughout the performance 
year as the improved effi¬ 
ciency becomes business 
as usual and for the final 
figures to be broadly in line 
with those recorded last 
year.”

Popular Price town history book 
draws 2,000 to launch at church 


MORE than 2,000 history buffs 
took a trip down memory lane at 
the launch of a new book cele¬ 
brating the history of West Bro¬ 
mwich. 

People packed into Wesley Methodist 
Church, in High Street, on to pick up 
a copy of the book, called West Brom¬ 
wich Remembered. 

It has been researched and written by 
historian Terry Price, aged 76, and features 
more than 300 images of the town and sur¬ 
rounding areas in days gone by. 

Mr Price was on hand at the launch to 
sign copies of the book and answer any 
questions. 

And he was joined at the event by histo¬ 
rian and Express & Star columnist Profes¬ 
sor Carl Chinn who chatted with visitors for 
more than three hours. 

People shared their stories of the town in 
the past and looked through the book remi¬ 
niscing over old times and pointing out peo-

pie they knew. Around 1,500 copies of the 
book were sold at the launch event which 
Mr Price said was ‘absolutely fantastic’. 

Among the images in the book, which has 
taken around two years to compile, is a shot 
of the Lewisham Hotel taken in 1961. It is 
now the Desi Junction. 

Other selections include events that took 
place in the town to celebrate the corona¬ 
tion of Queen Elizabeth II on June 2, 1953, 
such as Dorothy Horton being crowned by 
West Bromwich mayor John Davies in Boul¬ 
ton Square. 

Another shows bomb damage in Clive 
Street during the Second World War and 
the unveiling of the town’s first war memo¬ 
rial in 1919. There are also photographs of 
Wesley Methodist Church, which was the 
venue for the book launch, as seen at differ¬ 
ent stages throughout its history. 


Mr Price, who has self-published the 
book, said he was delighted with the recep¬ 
tion it had received. 

“We had around 2,000 people come 
through during the day and around 1,500 
copies were sold. It was absolutely fantas¬ 
tic,” he said. 

Stories 

“Carl chatted to residents and also signed 
the books. People shared their stories of the 
town with us both. It was a lovely event.” 

People unable to attend the launch can 
still get a copy of the book by calling Mr 
Price on 01922 635891, and it is available 
to anyone who inquires for the discount 
price of £9.99. 

It is the eighth volume to have been writ¬ 
ten by Mr Price since 2000 - and his last, at 
least for the time being. 

“I think this will be the final book I will 
do. I have said this after the last few vol¬ 
umes, but people have since convinced me 
to do another. So I never say never,” he 
said. “However I think I am ready to retire 


from it now. I am really pleased people 
have enjoyed all my books so much and they 
have definitely built up a following. 

“If I do change my mind and decide to 
write another I am going to take a nice long 
rest first.” 

His previous works include three volumes 
on Great Bridge with the remaining books 
focusing on West Bromwich. 

Mr Price, who worked as a TV engineer 
for many years, said it took around two 
years to research and compile the books. 

Mr Price said he had been interested in 
history since he was at school and his par¬ 
ents had nurtured this. 

“Really my interest in history stems from 
my parents,” he said. 

“They were born in 1897 and 1899 so 
they were able to tell me a lot about what 
the area was like during the early part of 
the 20th century when they were growing 
up.” 

Mr Price said donations would be made 
to charities in the area from the proceeds 
of the book.

REVIEW 



Anita and Me, Birmingham Rep 

FROM the Black Country 
to Bollywood. Meera SyaPs 
much-loved novel - and later 
film - translated to the stage 
at Birmingham Rep. 

Only a few days into its run the 
Sold Out signs were up. And there 
were no teething problems from 
the cast or setting either. 

Author Syal based the book on her 
experiences of growing up in only Pun¬ 
jabi family in the mining village of Ess- 
ington in the 70s, renamed Tollington 
for the purpose of her novel. 

Much of it she admits was fabricated 
and, although it’s clear some of it is 
embellished, the key context remains 
- the clash of cultures and the choice 
between one’s family and best friend, 
all this against the backdrop of casual 
racism and the threat of bulldozers 
ready for the onset of the motorway 
network. 

Wedge 

Significantly, it is about finding an 
identity and coming of age, and this 
Tanika Gupta adaptation expertly 
captures this. 

In seeking to become best friends 
with the poverty-stricken Anita, 
Meena loses sight of her middle-class 
educated, hard-working Indian up¬ 
bringing - which threatens to drive 
a wedge between her and her family. 
She is trying to fit in, but finds her¬ 
self having to make a key decision as 
events unfold. 

According to Syal’s original work, 
music played a big part in the the 
family’s 1970s household and that 
becomes significant in the stage ad¬ 


aptation, resulting in spontaneous 
sing-alongs and leading ultimately to 
the Bollywood-style finale - but all 
perfectly delivered. 

The chemistry between title char¬ 
acters Mandeep Dhillon (Meena) and 
Jalleh Aizadeh as Anita is clear for all 
to see, but it would be unfair to sin¬ 
gle out just those two from an accom¬ 
plished cast. Joseph Drake is excellent, 
even down to the local accent, as Sam 
Lowbridge. 

Meena’s parents Ayesha Dharker 
and Ameet Chana can take credit for 


their performances, while for me, Yas- 
min Wilde’s one particular solo scene 
as Namina, was one of the highlights 
of the whole performance. 

Fans of Phoenix Nights can also 
enjoy the performance of Barbara 
Nice, aka Janice Connolly. 

With comedy, hard-hitting and 
poignant scenes, it will make you 
laugh, it will make you think and has 
the potential to make you cry . 

Anita and Me runs at the Rep until 
October 24.

Costly bench is talking point 


IT’S the pricey imported pew that forms the 
centrepiece of the big city centre revamp. 

Now the people of Wolverhampton have had their say 
on the £20,000 granite bench that has been installed 
outside the Betfred bookies in the newly pedestrianised 
Princess Street. 

The bench, hand crafted in China, is split into two curved 
parts that face in opposite directions and features an engraving 
evoking Wolverhampton’s history with an extract from Robert 
Plot’s 1686 tome The Natural History of Staffordshire. 

But the inscription was lost on Christine Rose, aged 68, from 
Merridale, who said: “I can’t really understand the inscription 


or see its relevance. As for the bench, it is a bit cold to sit on 
but it looks nice.” 

Funding came from Section 106 money - an agreement by 
developers to contribute funding towards projects that benefit 
the community as part of their planning permission. But even 
though it has not cost taxpayers anything, the high price tag is 
still a talking point. 

Charles Edwards, aged 58, from Whitmore Reans, said: “I 
don’t understand why they would spend £20,000 on a bench. 

“It does look good but it is just a bench and that is too much 
money.” 

The bench has been described by council bosses as a combi¬ 
nation of an art feature with street furniture. 


Councillor John Reynolds, cabinet member for the city’s 
economy, said it was a welcome addition. 

“It is one of those quite stunning and really unusual things, 
and I think people will stop and look at it and wonder what’s it 
doing in Wolverhampton,” he said. 

“The bench is art put in a place where people wouldn’t ex¬ 
pect to see it.” 

Sheila Pratt, 70, from Bradmore, said: “I think it is abso¬ 
lutely rubbish.” 

But Christopher Handley, aged 24, from Wednesfield, said: 
“It is comfy and relaxing to have a sit on.” 

Keith Harris, aged 73, from Codsall, said: “I think it is great. 
We need more seats and places to relax in town.” _

WILL 
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Beach massacre survivor 
speaks out over tragedy

From care to university 


A BLACK Country teenager 
has spoken for the first time 
of the Tunisia beach shoot¬ 
ings that killed his brother, 
uncle and grandfather. 

Owen Richards, aged 16, from 
Wednesbury, was on a family 
holiday in June when Seifeddine 
Rezgui opened fire on tourists. 

His brother Joel, uncle Adrian 
Evans and grandfather Patrick Evans 
were among the 30 Britons killed. 

The courageous student said the 
horrific events had made him appreci¬ 
ate what was important in life. 

He said: “When people moan about 
stuff, you think ‘just shut up’. It 
makes you realise what’s important.” 

Owen remains in contact with other 
survivors, Naomi Wearing, 18, from 
Blackburn and Lucy Pettit, 23, from 
Slough, whom he met in hospital in 
Tunisia. Owen recently started sixth 
form at Stuart Bathurst RC High 
School and College in Wednesbury. 

He said: “I was the youngest person 
involved. Lucy and Naomi were the 
closest in age group to me. We met in 
hospital in Tunisia and kept in touch 
when we got home. We can relate to 
each other and what we went through 
in a way that people who weren’t there 
cannot.” 

His mother Suzanne recalled the 
moment she received the phone call 
from her son. She said: “That morn¬ 
ing everything had been normal. Then 
there was that one phone call and 
everything changed. I put the TV on 
and realised it was real. I felt so help¬ 
less because I was so far away. 

“Owen misses his brother. He looked 
up to him for everything. They had a 
fantastic relationship,” she added. 

A new leisure centre in Wednesbury 
will be named after Joel Richards, 
Sandwell Council announced this 
week.

13, university and beyond. 

Natalie Latham, outreach co-ordina- 
tor for the access and outreach depart¬ 
ment, said: “This is the start of a seven 
year supported programme which will 
hopefully enable them to reach their 
potential.”

val times don’t float your boat, there is also 
glamping with an African theme. 

Not one to go without my creature com¬ 
forts for long, the toilet and shower block 
was certainly five star with underfloor 
heating and touch point showers. It also 
has family bathrooms and a laundry. The 
facilities were immaculate. 

The weather for the whole weekend was 
glorious, but it was the end of September 
and I think seasoned campers would have 
taken a few extra woollies for the evening. 

With a visit to Crealy Meadows, near Ex¬ 
eter, you also get access to Devon’s Crealy 
Great Adventure Park next door through a 
secret door. A wristband allows you to visit 
the park as much as you like. 

Entertainment for the Meadows is also at 
the park and live entertainment begins on 


Friday, October 23, to Monday, November 
2. The entertainment includes a mini-disco, 
race night and cabaret. 

There are ghostly goings-on between Oc¬ 
tober 24 and November 1. The park also 
launches a brand new spooky attraction, 
Trick or Treat with the Treehouse Trolls, 
while Scooby-Doo visits on October 30. 

There was plenty for all of us in the park 
with rides, including The Twister, Crealy 
Grand Prix, Vortex, Tidal Wave and Dino 
Jeeps. 

After all our adventures and fun in the 
park we visited Exmouth for an hour-long 
coastal cruise with Stuart Line Cruises, tak¬ 
ing us along part of the jurassic coast with 
beautiful views of the sea and surrounding 
coastline. 

After plenty of sea air, we walked along 
the promenade and savoured the delights 
of Exmouth with ice creams in hand. Mine

A life changing event 
awaits the citizens 


E ven the mighty Coen brothers 
couldn’t have foreseen the 
success of Fargo when it was 
released back in 1996. 

It was a huge hit, won brothers Joel 
and Ethan an Oscar for Best Original 
Screenplay, and Joel’s wife Frances 
McDormand picked up a statuette for 
her performance as pregnant 
Minnesota police chief Marge 
Gunderson, who is on the trail of two 
killers. 

Eighteen years later, writer Noah 
Hawley used the film as inspiration for 
a 10-part quirky crime drama which 
starred Billy Bob Thornton, Colin 
Hanks and Martin Freeman, although 
it was Allison Tolman who stole the 
show as Molly Solverson who, like 
Marge, is a state trooper. 

The character pops up as a four- 
year-old child in the new series, which 
acts as a kind of prequel to its 
predecessor. At the centre of the story 
is Molly’s dad Lou, who was originally 
played by Keith Carradine; here, 

Patrick Wilson assumes the role. 

The story is set in 1979 and Lou is a 
Vietnam veteran now working as a 


state police officer who, along with his 
father-in-law, Sheriff Hank Larsson, is 
investigating the links between a crime 
gang and a major Mob syndicate. 

Wilson is joined on screen by Kirsten 
Dunst and Nick Offerman, while Bruce 
Campbell makes an unmissable 
appearance as US presidential 
candidate Ronald Reagan. 

But perhaps the biggest draw is Ted 
Danson, who plays Hank, and wasn’t 
sure about taking the role. 

‘To be honest, I hadn’t watched the 
first season,” he says, somewhat 
sheepishly. “My kids all kept saying 
‘No, no, no, no, no, you’ve gotta watch 
this!’And I continued to resist, for 
some reason. 

“But then, towards the last month of 
doing CSI last year, there was an offer, 
so I immediately devoured the whole 
thing in about two days. Halfway into 
the first episode I was just totally 
hooked by the characters, the writing, 
the acting. 

‘The whole mood of it was so 
fascinating to me, and it definitely 
captured the spirit of the Coens, and 
then just took off on its own track. 


Then I had a phone call with Noah. 
The part wasn’t that large when I read 
it, and I kept saying ‘Gee, is there 
enough for me to sink my teeth into?’ 
but he remained very mysterious...” 

Danson sports an impressive beard 
throughout, and it was all his own - 
although he and his wife, Mary 
Steenburgen, weren’t so thrilled by it. 

“We both went, ‘looks good, feels 
like crap!”’ he laughs. “I couldn’t wait to 
get rid of it. I liked how it looked, but it 
was like trying to kiss through a burlap 
sack.” 

So, instead of focusing on facial hair, 
Danson would prefer people tuned in 
to see what promises to be one of 
2015’s best shows. 

“It has that same Fargo tone, but it’s 
also completely different,” he explains. 
“It has the same thing - ‘How can I be 
smiling and grimacing at the same 
time through all the violence?’ 

“You still get to know the characters 
so well because of the leisurely pace. 
But you really get stuck into a different 
world - you really do time-travel back 
to the late 70s. And it does really have 
a unique voice.”

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£600m plan to transform Snow Hill and Colmore Row 


A £600 million plan to regenerate 
the Snow Hill and Colmore areas 
of Birmingham city centre aims to 
replicate the success of London’s 
Canary Wharf. 

The Snow Hill masterplan is a scheme 
to transform the business district and 
bring in further investment from global 
businesses — creating up to 10,000 jobs. 

It will also generate more than two million 


sq ft of office space and estimates suggest it 
will boost the economy by more than £600 
million a year. 

Public consultation into the masterplan 
was carried out in February and March this 
year, with the response being ‘fantastic’. 

The plan itself has been altered where nec¬ 
essary to take into account any significant 
changes. 

Birmingham City Council’s cabinet have 
been asked to formally adopt the plan, which 


was launched by the authority and Colmore 
Business District. 

Councillor Tahir Ali, cabinet member for 
development, transport and economy, said: 
“This bold and exciting masterplan is about 
setting out our shared vision for the future 
development of this key city centre district, 
maximising its potential and making the most 
of the opportunities available to help boost 
economic growth. The response to the public 
consultation has been fantastic.” 


Meanwhile, work has begun on a £5 million 
project to build more than 40 new homes in 
southern Birmingham. 

The development in Kings Norton will offer 
a mixture of 21 one-bedroom apartments, 23 
two and three bedroom homes. 

The site, on the corner of Longfellow Road 
and Popes Lane, is owned by Viridian and 
Westleigh will carry out all building works. 

Funding for the development has been pro¬ 
vided by Viridian with support also coming 


from the Homes and Communities Agency. 

Chris Miller, a director at Viridian Housing, 
said: “We plan to build more homes in the re¬ 
gion over the next few years and believe that 
the quality we will achieve at Longfellow Road 
will provide our residents with safe, secure 
and energy efficient homes they can enjoy.” 

Work is expected to be completed by April 
next year.

A car’s styling is, to a great ex¬ 
tent, a matter of personal choice: 
you love it, hate it or are left com¬ 
pletely unmoved. 

For me, the DS5 comes in that first 
category and that applies particularly 
to the car’s interior - a mix of exclusive 
club lounge and aircraft cockpit. It’s 
a pleasant, even exciting, place to be 
even before you press the starter but¬ 
ton. 

I’ve been trying self-analysis with regard 
to this response. Is it just different, and new 
(as any car can be) or is there a hint of re¬ 
pressed nostalgia for that iconic French mo¬ 
tor of the 50s and 60s, the Citroen DS? 

To me that legendary motor, while not 
without its issues, was a real innovator: 
space age looks yet a world away from 
the winged wonders inspired by American 
cars of that era. Plus it pioneered innovative 
features such as hydraulic self-levelling sus¬ 
pension and directional headlights. 

Now DS Automobiles is a stand-alone 
premium brand under the Citroen umbrella. 
Like Toyota with Lexus and Nissan with In- 
finiti, such a rebranding of flagship models 
is undoubtedly a sensible way of breaking 
the badge domination of the premium Ger¬ 
man brands, and Jaguar, in this sector. 

The DS5 tested - Presitige Blue 180bhp 
version - at £32,040 is a prime example, 
a big, smooth and economical car oozing 
Gallic style which will certainly make its driv¬ 
er stand out from the crowd in the compa¬ 
ny car park. No, I can’t say it looks like the 
original DS, but as you pass an eye over its 
sleek lines there are hints which stir memo¬ 


is a stylish class act 


ries for car fans of a certain age. But inside 
it is thoroughly modern, and unique: vive la 
difference, one might say. 

There’s the crystal clear virtual instru¬ 
ment display in front of the driver, while at 
his side is a high centre console (no, not a 
transmission tunnel as it’s front wheel drive) 
which means the array of switches and gear 
change level fall easily to hand, just in the 
right place. All switches are big and solid, 
with chromed rims. 

Overhead there are front and rear sun 
roofs (with electrically controlled blinds) 
which makes the cabin feel light and airy, 
and give an impression that its even bigger 
than it actually is - in fact the DS5 will seat 
five adults in comfort. 

In front, the sun roof is split into two (both 
can be opened and closed individually) di¬ 
vided by an aircraft style roof console, hous¬ 
ing more toggle switches and controls. 

The seats themselves are superbly 
shaped, well-padded leather and multi-ad¬ 
justable - some of the most comfortable I 
can recall. 

There is a seven-inch touch screen in the 
centre of the dashboard, controlling satnav, 
audio, trip computer and a range of other ve¬ 
hicle functions, plus a steering wheel with re¬ 
mote controls. Dual zone automatic climate 
control, noise-reducing window glass and an 
upmarket sound system are also part of the 
luxury package, 

Linder the bonnet there’s a two-litre turbo 
diesel, turning out 180bhp and a whopping 
400Nm of torque which is a good combina¬ 
tion for smooth, swift progress, with good 
response at low revs, It’s quiet, too, rarely 
raising its voice above a whisper and the ride 
is particularly supple and comfortable, a true 
descendant of the DS philosophy. 

Its vital statistics are 0 to 62mph in 9.9 sec¬

onds, official average fuel consumption of 
64.2mpg and (for a car of this size) an im¬ 
pressively low and tax-efficient C02 rating 
of 114g/km. 

The six-speed torque converter auto¬ 
matic gear box does its job well enough 
although it isn’t perhaps as responsive as 
some of the latest dual clutch systems if 
you’re pushing on. But then I’m not sure if 
this is part of the DS5’s character: it’s a car 
which seems more about the smooth, re¬ 
laxed covering of distance rather than the 
traffic lights grand prix. 

There’s a long list of standard equip¬ 


ment, including cruise control front and 
rear parking sensors, rear parking camera, 
stability control, emergency brake assist, 
hill start assist, automatic headlights, and 
door mirrors with kerb lighting. 

The other DS5 in Prestige Blue trim is the 
2.0 litre six-speed manual, 150bhp model 
which starts from £29,560. The range has 
a three year. 60,000 mile warranty. 

The DS5 is a class act, offering a blend 
of performance with economy and tax effi¬ 
ciency. You could say many new cars do 
that - and that’s true, but in the DS you do 
it in style, and dare to be different.

“There is no single reason that we have come 
to this decision but more a catalogue of circum¬ 
stances,” Patchett said. 

“Nigel is ever busier with his media business 
which stretch much further than his involvement 
in speedway. He’d be foolish to neglect those and 
his business has to come first. 

Torrid 

“CVS has had a torrid season at Wolverhamp¬ 
ton and I know only too well how that feels. 

“He has to ensure that his business there re¬ 
ceives his best attention and although he won’t 
thank me for saying it, he isn’t getting any 
younger. He certainly doesn’t need the stress of 
running two clubs. 

“The pressure on my two colleagues has in¬ 
creased considerably as a consequence of me 
being unable to attend our home meetings,” he 
added. 

“This seriously challenged my enthusiasm for 
the sport and Nigel and Chris talked me out of 
leaving the club then. 

“I assured them I would do what I could be¬ 
hind the scenes but felt increasingly guilty at the 
increased burden I’d inadvertently put on them,” 
said Patchett. 

“Doubtless, these issues would have seemed 
less significant had we not been dealt a cruel hand 
by lady luck this year. 

“Injuries to key members of the team and a

“Perry Barr doesn’t work for us for, personally, 
a number of reasons but that’s not to say it won’t 
for another group and despite what I’ve already 
said we’re grateful to have had the opportunity 
this year. 

“Speedway is more expensive to run at Perry 
Barr than at Monmore Green and those who 
suggest we walked away from Wolverhampton 
couldn’t be more wrong. 

“We’d still be there now if that were possible. 
That’s not to say we run at a loss at Perry Barr 
either. 


“The business is viable there but it’s harder 
work on lower crowds and higher overheads. 

“To those that think we’ve been raking in the 
profits these last six years, do you really think 
we’d walk away from the golden goose if that 
were the case?” 

Heathens have pencilled in next Wednesday, 
October 21, as the final Perry Barr meeting of 
the season with the Knockout Cup Final against 
Eastbourne lined up. 

Loyal fans who have supported the club 
through its ups and downs over the past few years 
are hoping the match will not be the last one for 
the Heathens.
